To Provide For Storage of Inflam- 
mable Material Within Village 


At the meeting of the Council of 
the Village of Carbon on Wednesday, 
January 6th, By-law No, 54, to pro- 
vide for the storare of Gun Powder, 
and other combustible material with- 
in the Village of Carbon, was given 
first and second reading, and will no 
doubt be passed at the next meeting 
of the council, 

Under the terms of the new By-Law 
citizen can store above groud only 
one barrel of coal oil, crude oil, gaso- 
line, naptha, ete. on his premises. 

An article also deals with the stor- 
age of ashes, which must not be kept 
in a wood container near any build- 
ings. 

Another part of the By-law pro- 
hibits the setting of fires to burn rub- 
bish in the Village unless some com- 
petent person is in charge.
